The  Birth  Rate  compares  favourably  with  that  for  the  country 
as  a whole;  the  Death  Rate  remains  practically  unaltered  and  the 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  at  a very  low  figure  (16)  being  half  that 
recorded  for  the  rest  of  the  country. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA 

The  removal  of  patients  from  the  district  to  the  Isolation 
Hospitals  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  has  worked  satisfactorily 
during  the  year. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


Water  Supplies 

Out  of  a total  of  4,652  houses,  3,803  are  supplied  with  piped 
water,  leaving  849  houses  to  be  supplied  in  the  future;  mostly  by 
drawing  water  from  the  Coventry  Corporation  Scheme,  the  latter 
taking  water  from  the  River  Severn. 

Fifty-five  houses  are  supplied  by  standpipes,  but  the  scheme 
for  the  village  of  Ashton-under-Hill  when  completed,  will  result  in 
48  of  these  houses  having  a piped  supply.  This  scheme  at  the 
moment  (1950)  is  on  the  verge  of  being  completed. 

From  results  of  samples  taken  monthly,  the  pipe  supply  is 
satisfactory  chemically  and  bacteriologically.  The  results  of  well 
water  analysis  vary  considerably.  There  is  no  plumbo-solvency  in 
this  district. 


Ninety-seven  samples  from  the  piped  water  supply  were  all 
satisfactory.  The  following  tables  show  how  the  villages  of  the 
district  are  supplied  with  water: —

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Two  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  were  erected  during  the  year 
to  serve  newly  built  Council  houses  in  Middle  Littleton  and  Norton 
parishes. 


HOUSING 

During  the  post-war  period  up  to  the  end  of  1949,  a total  of 
190  houses  have  been  erected  by  the  Council.  During  1949,  68 
Council  houses  were  completed  and  a further  106  houses  were  in 
course  of  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  COMESTIBLES 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughter-house  in  the  area,  for  pigs  only. 
It  is  maintained  in  a satisfactory  state  and  is  regularly  inspected. 

The  amounts  of  food  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  use  and 
condemned  will  be  found  in  the  attached  Sanitary  Report. 

There  are  19  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream; 
all  of  which  are  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition.  Twenty-two 
visits  were  paid  in  connection  with  supervision  of  Food  Storage 
Premises.

DIPHTHERIA 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  MEASLES 

The  notification  of  these  diseases  during  the  year  were  very 
much  less  than  in  1948,  the  first  mentioned  disease  being  prevalent 
among  schoolchildren  of  younger  age  group.  There  were  no  deaths 
reeorded  of  either  disease. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

Fourteen  cases  were  notified  of  a mild  type  all  of  whom 
recovered.

FOOD  POISONING 
No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS 

There  was  one  case  of  Acute  Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  notilied 
of  a female  aged  9 who  recovered  with  some  residual  paresis.  It  was 
not  possible  to  establish  any  source  of  infection. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 
This  work  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council. 
During  the  year  a total  of  298  children  were  immunised,  259  in  the 
0 — 4 year  group,  39  in  the  5 — 14  year  group. 

From  1940  to  the  end  of  1949  a total  of  2,118  children  have 
been  protected.  It  is  estimated  that  a very  large  number  have  been 
immunised  privately.  Reinforcing  doses  are  given  at  school  for  those 
who  were  immunised  in  infancy. 

School  Closure 

No  schools  were  closed  during  the  year.
